Between 8,000 and 4,000 employes of 

e Brooklyn Rapid: Transit Company 
met at Arcadia Hall in Brooklyn last 
night and expressed themselves unani- 
mous,y in favor of a strike, but left 
the calling of such a strike to the dis- 
cretion of a sub-committee of the Ex- 
executive Committeé, which they em- 
‘powered by acclamation to order the 


walkout unless’ they could: obtain the 
demands of the union through amicable 
agreement either through Receiver Lind- 
ley M. Garrison directly or through 
Mayor Hylan, whose aid they invoked. 

P. J. O’Brien, Vice President of the 
Amalgamated Street Car Organization, 
said that there was no immediate dan- 
ger of @ Strike unless Mr. Garrison per- 
sisted in his attitude toward the union, 
and no settlement could be reached by 
Mayor Hylan or the War Labor Board, 
which organi te said, would 
sooner or] taPvene -utless an 
agreement were Feached. 

The expression in favor of a strike was 
fot a formal vote but in the form of a 
standing expression of opinion #ipport- 
ing the sub-committee. The meeting was" 
secret, arid’ the leaders afterward . said 
the men-were solid in thelr demands. and 
if nd other way of obtaining them could 
avail they would strike. 

Because many of the union members 
were at work, two meetings were held 
in Arcadia Hall last night. More than 
3,500 conductors and motormen and the 
scattered few of the khaki and vlub clad 
women ticket sellers and guards attend- 
ed the first meeting, at the close of 
which William Collins, an organizer of 
the American Federation of Labor, made 
a statement, which, he said, the union- 
ists had approved. The statement fol- 
lows: 

‘‘ We have been guided by the action 
of the receiver when he published the 
notice on March 11 that ke would deal 
with a committee of his employes, and 
that he was not concerned whether they 
belonged to a labor organization or not. 

‘* We have pursued this thought to its 
logical conclusion ; that where it was not 
possible for the receiver and the com- 
mittee to get together, we would place 
our case in the hands of the National 
War Labor Board. 

‘*In view of the action of Receiver 
Garrison we feel that your committee 
had done everything. in its power to ad- 
just the matters in controversy in a 
peaceful way. The committee has kept 
in mind the fact that the: traveling pub- 
lic of Brooklyn must have transporta-' 
tion to and. from ‘its work that it is a 
vital part of the life and welfare of this 
community. 

‘* Therefore the committee recommends 
that a, strike vote be taken in order to 
bring the. pressure of public -.opinion 
upon the company, to have them agree to 
submit the matters in controversy to the 
National War Labor Board. 

‘“‘In taking this action, it is for the 
‘purpose of placing the company in- its 
proper position before the traveling pub- 
lic of Brooklyn, this -vote;to be placed 
in the hands of the committee to be put 
in operation after every honorable ef- 
fort hasbeen made to reach an amicable 
understanding. with the receiver.”’

WASHINGTON, April 8.—Forecast by 
the Department of Agriculture today 
“that the nation’s Winter wheat crop 
would total 837,000,000 -bushels, the 
largest crop ever grown, aroused im- 
mediate speculation as to the cost to 
the Government of such an enormous 
yield. } 

Under the bill passed by Congress in 
the closing days of the last session the 
Government is obliged to pay the dif- 
ference between the guaranteed price 
of $2.26 a bushel and the world market 
price for every bushel of ‘Winter and 
Spring wheat produced. 

/ The value of the Winter wheat crop 
on the basis of an 837, 000-bushel 
crop forecast would be $1,891,620,000. 

The Spring wheat crop, soon to be 
80 Cannot be estimated 4t this 
time, but Department of Agriculture 
officials today predicted’ it would range 
between 225,000,000 and 300,000,000 
bushels, which would increase the total 
value of the nation’s wheat crop to ap- 
proximately $2,500,000,000. 

The part of this $2,500,000,000 that the 
Government must pay to maintain the 
guaranteed price was a matter on which 
officials here declined to comment. It 
was said that the factors influencing 
the world market -price, such as pro- 
Guction in Argentina, Australia, and 
other countries, and the European de- 
mand, were too numerous to make any 
prediction at this time. The Depart- 
ment of Agriculture has no information 
as to estimated wheat production in the 
Other wheat-growing countries of the 
world. 

Money From One Pocket to Another. 


- Officials expressed the belief today 
that there would be a good foreign de- 
mand for American wheat, which would’ 
take care of the nation’s surplus, and 
while the loss to the Government through 
its price guarantee might mount into the 
millions of dollars, so far as the actual 
wealth of the country was concerned, 
it woulf simply be taking money from 
one pocket and putting it inté another. 

, The money, it was said, will go into 
the pockets sf te farmers of the coun- 
try, and officials believe the forecast 
indicates that farmers will be more 
prosperous and possess greater poten- 


‘tial buying power: than ever before in. 


the history of the country. The large 

amount farmers would receive for their 

wheat, it was said, should find its way 

* back quickly into circulation, thus add- 
» mg to the general prosperity of the na- 
tion. 

Today’s forecast also indicated that 
America would have a greater surplus 
than ever before. The United States re- 
quires for its own yearly consumption 
about 5.3 bushels of wheat for each per- 
son. With approximately 110,000,000 
pérsons in the United States, and adding 
approximately 75,000,000 bushels of 
wheat, which is necessary for seeding 
purposes, fhe demands of this country 
this year are estimated at more than 
650,000,000 bushels. 

With a Spring wheat production esti- 
mated at. 225,000,000 to 300,000,000, it 
would appear that the surplus avail- 
able for export would be about 450,000,- 
000 bustels. 

What these figures mean is indicated 
fn statistics showing that before the war 
the United States exported on an aver- 
age of 100,000,000 bushels yearly. Dur- 
ing the war the greatest quantity ex- 
ported in any one year was about 335,- 
000,000 bushels, so that the available 
supply this year will be rore than 100,- 
600,000 bushels above the maximum ever 
exported, even when practically all the 

_ warring allied and rieutral nations were 
depending upon the United States as the 
main source of their food supply. 


Highest Percentage on Record. 


The Department of Agriculture issued 
a statement commenting upon the con 
' @ition of Winter wheat, saying: Es 

“*Ninety-nine and eight-tenths per 
Gent. is the highest percentage on rec- 
ord, on the largest acreage ever planted 
{nm this country. The condition improved 
during the Winter, an unusual occur- 
rence, due to the very favorable Winter 
weather, particularly the absence of al- 
ternate freezing and thawing, which ap- 
Pears also to have -resulted in a mini- 
mum of Winter killing. 

“ A striking feature of the present sit- 
uation is a uniformly good condition in 
Practically all wheat-producing States, 
ranging from 104 in Ohio down to 96 in 
North Carolina, artong the ‘States hav- 
fng 1,000,000 acres or more. The lowest 
figure reported from any State is 89 in 
‘Wisconsin. Kansas, with approximately 

- 31,000,000 out of the United States total 
of 49,000,000 acres, shows a condition of 
31901.

Chairman Hurley of Shipping 
Board Sees Chance of Compet- 
ing with Foreign Builders.

WASHINGTON, April -8.—The Special 
Clemency Board, appointed to review all 
cases of soldiers remaining dna¢enfine- 
ment, has corsidéred 1,683 cases,.0f ap- 
proximately one-third of the cases call- 
ing for its action, the War Department 
announced today. 

The board has recommended clemency 
in 1,521 cases, reducing the average 
sentence from seven years and four 
months to one year and nine months. 
Recommendations of the board have cut 
a total of 9,339 years from thé aggregate 
sentences. Five cases involving life 
sentence were considered, one sentence 
being reduced to two years, another to 
twenty years and clemency being denied 
in the other three.

berger Friday evening before the signing 
of the Danzig agreement, and this con- 
versation also had relation to the gen- 
eral situation. The Danzig treaty was 
signed at the same table at which the 
Kaiser signed his abdication.”’

COMPLAINS TO OFFICIALS 


Refers Matter to Palmer and Burle- 
son, and In Addition Wants 
Wigmore Disciplined.

WASHINGTON, April 8, Senator 
George HE. Chamberlain of Oregon, 
Chairman of the Committee on Military 
Affairs, tonight complained to Attorney 
General Palmer and Postmaster Gen- 
eral Burleson of the action of Colonek 
John Henry Wigmore of the Army 
Judge Advocate’s office, in sending 
through the mails under an official frank 
a defense of the existing army court- 
martial system, in alleged violation of 
the law. 

At the same time Senator Chamber- 
lain made public his letter to the Attor- 
ney General, in which he asserts that

to the lawyers of the country copies of 
@ pamphlet entitled ‘‘ Military Justice 
During the War.’’ The pamphlet was 
, Printed at the Government Printing Of- 
fi and contains sixty-four pages. It 
w mailed under the official frank of 
the War Industries Board, now a de- 
funct Federal institution. None of 
Lieut. Col. Samuel T. Ansell’s letters 
are contained in the communication. It 
contains only letters written by Secre- 
tary aker and Major Gen. Enoch 
Crowder, Judge Advocate General, in 
support of the existing system of mili- 
tary court-martial. 

Senator Chamberlain tonight issued a 
prepared statement dealing with the ac- 
tion of Colonel Wigmore, charging that 
“this gross abuse of official position 
and the franking privilege is’ one of the 
thousand evidences of the length to which 
the Secretary of War will go, and per- 
mit his subordinates to go, in support of 
=e discreditéa system of mili jus- 

ce.’”’ 





Sending Out 70,000 Copies. 


Colonel Wigmore, according to®Senator 
Chamberlain’s information, is causing 
an enormous public distribution to be 
made of the Baker-Crowder letters. Mr. 
Chamberlain says he understands that 
70,000 copies of the document eare being 
franked out, mainly to members of the 
bar of the United States. Senator Cham- 
berlain regards This as an effort to in- 
fluence members of the bar in favor of 
the Baker-Crowder side of the contro- 
versy, and considers it wholly unfair 
to the bar of the United States for any 
one connected with the War Department 
to send chit such a statement of the army 
court-martial situation. 

Accompanying each copy of the Baker- 
Wigmore document sent out by Colonel 
Wigmore is a printed letter, signed by 
Colonel Wigmore, under date of Marc 
25, and addressed ‘“‘To My Fellow-Mem- 
bers of the Bar of the United States,’’ 
making a personal appeal to the law- 
yers of the country to peruse the Baker- 
Crowder letters, and concluding with 
the .assertion at ‘‘ when the entire 
facts shall have been brought out and 
the motives behind the recent press pub- 
licity become plain, you will be well 
satisfied that you did not allow your- 
selves to be carried away by first im- 
pressions gained from sensational head- 
lines, extreme cases, and emotional 
' epithets.’’ 

Colonel Wigmore gince 1893 has been 
'a Professor of Law in the Northwestern 
| University at Chicago, and since Sep- 
tember, 1901, has been Dean of its 

Faculty of Law. He was appointed a 
member of the staff of the Judge Ad- 
vocate General of the army, with the 
rank of Major, in August, 1916, and has 
; recently been promoted to be a Colonel. 


Contents of the Pamphlet. 


The pamphlet which is being franked 
through the mails, along with the letter 
from Colonel Wigmore to the members 
of the. bar, bears the imprint of the Gov- 
ernment Printing Office, and its first 
page has this caption: 

‘‘War Department. Military Justice 
During the War., A Letter from the 
Judge Advocate General of the Army to 
the Secretary of War. In Reply to a 
Request for Information.” 

Two pages of the document consist of 
Secretary Baker’s letter of March 1, 
1919, calling on General Crowder for 
the facts regarding the army court-mar- 
tial situation. This is the letter which 
was made public by Secretary Baker on 
March 9 along with the letter dated 
March 8, from General Crowder, attack- 
ing the personal and official conduct of 
Lieut. Col. Ansell. The document being 
sent out by Colonel Wigmore discloses 
for the first time that Secretary Baker 
received two replies from General 
Crowder in response to the Secretary’s 
letter of March 1, one dated March 8, 
the other dated March 10.

When Colonel Wigmore was in New 
York a week ago he told friends that 
the Crowder letter, in pamphlet form, 
with an introductory letter written by 
himself, was to be sent to more than 
25,000 members of the American Bar 
Association. Colonel Wigmore said the 
letter had been approved by the Secre- 
tary of War and was being held for a 
War Department release before being 
made public.

LONDON, April 7.—The Air Ministry 
has issued a statement announcing that 
all its resources are to be employed ‘‘ to 
secure successful flights by British ma- 
chines "’ in the transatlantic flight for 
The Daily Mail Prize. Some firms that 
wished to compete were without ma- 
chines, owing to the whole ‘output be- 
ing under contract to the Government. 
The Air Ministry has released machines 
to: them when necessary. Other firms 
were without the necessary engines, in- 
struments, and wireless telegraph ap- 
Paratus, 
The 
Ministry has endeavored to secure ship- 
ping, priority, both for machines and 
pilots, in order to facilitate the ar- 
rangements for making the start from 
the American side of the Atlantic at 
the earliést possible moment. . 

The Air Ministry points out that pilots 
of machines may obtain assistance by 
means of wireless communication with 
passing ships. With this end in view, 
ships have been asked to assist in every 
Possible way. The Marconi Company 
is imstructing its ship operators to 
render every possible assistance. 

Ships ‘which hear aircraft during the 
night have been asked to fire lights to 
attract the airmen’s attention. Should 
the vessel, however, sight an airplane 
and receive no wireless signals, she 
will send her position by wireless three 
or four times. In case its transmitter 
has broken down, an airplane in dis- 
tress will fire a series of white Verrey 
lights at short intervals, or will send a 
S OS call. Ships have been warned 
that if such signals are observed or re- 
ceived, or if an aricraft is seen to be 
in difficulties, every endeavor should 
be made to go to the rescue. 

Weather reports are being obtained by. 
the Air Ministry from the United Stateg 
Weather Bureau, the Canadian Meteor- 
ological Office, Newfoundland home sta- 
tions,-and ships along the route. Ef- 
forts are also being made to secure reg- 
ular weather information from meteoro- 
logical stations at the Azores. The Lis- 
bon Air Ministry Meteorological Staff 
will forward special reports based on in- 
formation obtained from these sources 
to the Royal Air Force’s meterological 
officer at Newfoundland and the United 
States Weather Bureau, which will keep 
in close touch with the competitors be- 
fore the start, and will forward all 
weather information to them as soon as 
it is received. The competitors starting 
from this side will receive weather fore- 
casts direct from the Air Ministry. 

As the competitors’ machines are fitted 
with wireless appartus for short-wave 
message only, it is impossible to com- 
municate forecasts or warnings direct 
from the land stations during the flight, 
and the method of transmission must 
therefore be via ships along the route. 
These vessels will also report surface 
weather conditions in their own neigh- 
borhood when they are able to get into 
touch with passing aircraft. The Mar- 
coni Company will help in collecting and 
transmitting this information from land 
stations and ships free of charge during 
the competition. 

The Daily Mail’s Limerick correspond- 
ent says it is expected that Major Wood 
will make a westward attempt on a 
Shortt biplane from Ireland about 
Thursday week. 

The aerial experts at the Royal Aero 
Club are watching anxiously for news 
from the United States. The are specu- 
lating on the probapilities of several 
American ‘‘dark horses’’ entering for 
the transatlantic flight. 

They realize there is no reason why 
Americans should go to Newfoundland, 
whence the British competitors will 
start. They can start from whereever 
they please on the American. coast. 
They must, of course, formally enter be- 
fore they start if they wish to compete 
for The Daily Mail prize, but they are 
not required to give long notice. Any 
day now may bring news of unexpected 
American competitors. 

Experts here aré in no way cast down 
by the difficult conditions the Sopwith 
team is finding in Newfoundland. As 
long as the competitors can get their 
machines to the aerodrome they see no 
reason why they should not start.

Using the broad powers conferred by 
the Harrison Anti-Nareotic Law for. the 
first time, the Federal Government last 
night reached into New York City and 
struck. heavily at the drug traffic, ar- 
resting six physicians and four druggists 
and. herding more than.

The decision to attack the drug traffic 
in this elty was reached some months 
ago, it was said last night, after many 
reports had gone to Washington indi- 
cating a steady increase in the illicit use 
of cocaine, heroin, morphine and other 
narcotic -poisons; reports which were 
supported by the recent utterances of 
Health Commissioner Copeland warning 
that drugs were fast becoming a men- 
ace to the city. Although prepared to

The burden of great debts will strain 
the resburces and try the. energies ‘of 
the Entente nations for many years 
to come. It would be the grossest im- 
providence to put upon them, in ad- 
dition to that, the cost of maintaining 
powerful military establishments by 
Jand and sea. That consideration is 
‘second only in the order of importance 


among the arguments for ¢ League of th 


‘Nations, the desire to escape the 
horrors and inhumanities of war being, 
of course, the first. It would be a 
dreadful backsHding if the Conference 
at Paris should yield- to persuasion 
from any quarter to make a peace that 


‘ should include great armies among its 


‘guafantees. In those lands -where 
new and more enlightened views of the 
relation of-nations to each other have 
come to be entertained it would be ‘felt 
‘that we have already forgotten thé 
lessons, taught by this great war; that 
the: lotty and humane purposes. enter- 
tained and expressed when the Con- 
ference met, some three months ago, 
had been abandoned should an armed 
peace, a militaristic peace, now be 
offered for the acceptance of the 
pegples who. have looked to their 
commissioners to give the world a real 
peace, not merely a truce. 

It seems necessary to bring this 
sense of the duty of the Conference 
plainly into its view, for it is evident 


, that old notions persist in the minds of 


some European statesmen. They die 
hard. This is natural enough, for 
Europe has been, for centuries, organ- 
ized upon the militaristic plan. Peace 
as a fact may be established by treaty, 
but'a treaty does not transmute rooted 
enmities into friendship, written agree- 
ments may not of their own force re- 
place fear by full confidence. But the 
plan of peace as already ‘accepted at 
Paris and made known to the world 
supplies, in the provisions of . the 
Treaty and in the League of Nations, 
such assurances of peace as Europe 
has. never enjoyed from thé dawn of 
history to the present moment. 

Take the case of France as perhaps 
the. most suitable illustration. for 
_more than half a century she has had 
“reason to look upon the Germans as 
hostile. Since the Franco-Prussian 
war she has rightlv regarded Germany 
as an enemy, and ‘a very powerful 
enemy. The wanton attack upon. her 
in 1914 showed that her apprehension 
was-justified. Germany is now power- 
less, but France fears that she may 
again be a menace to the peace and 
security of the French people: It is 
‘for that reason that in the Conference 

. the French commissioners have so 
urgently pressed the point of erecting 
new safeguards against German ag- 
gression. They have recovered Alsace- 
Lorraine, but they argue the necessity 
of giving France additional security 
by withdrawing from German control 
all Jands west of the Rhine. It would 
appear also that there has been some 
pressure for a specific. agreement on 
the: part of Great Britain and the 
United States to come to the Teltef of 
France if she be attacked. Such an 
engagement would require. the main-

be poor evidence of their skill and 
competence should they rear a fabric 
at should fall of its own weight or 
yield to the first assault.

RUSSIAN GOLD. 

Thé attempt of Mr. Lupwia C: A. 
K. Martens, ‘‘envoy.’’ of the Bol- 
shevist Government in this country, 
to get. possession of the $153,000,000 
worth of property. here belonging to 
former Russian Governments, will 
force the question of recognition or 
non-recognition of LEeNINe squarely 
before our people.- Mr. MARTENS and 
his aids realize that and evidently 
hope for a favorable outcome. Their 


] extensive offices indicate that they 
are not devoid of funds at present, | 


but no doubt $153,008,000 would be 
of considerable assistance to the 
Soviet Administration. For exanftple, 
it has been suggested that this sum is 
the reality back of the Bolshevist talk 
of a $200,000,000 credit for American 
trade with Soviet Russia—a bird still 
in the bush, but of some importance 
if there are none in the hand. 

Mr. MartTeNs’s faction is called by 
its friends ‘‘ the present Russian Gov- 
ernment.’’ It undoubtedly exercises 
authority of a sort overa considerable 
part of Russia. But there are other 
Governments’ recognized elséwhere— 
not so strong as they might be, but 
their weakness is due principally to 
allied irresolution in dealing with the 
Russian question. Some of these or- 
ganizations are lineal descendants of 
the JKerensky Government, the last 
pw hich we recognized. 

Technically, Boris A. BAKHMETEFF, 
Ambassador of Lyorr and KERENSKY, 
is still the Russian Ambassador to 
the United States, and his Govern- 
ment, dead more than a year, is the 
one which we recognized. Informally, 
the State Department has indicated 
that it recognizes the Omsk Govern- 
ment and co-ordinated groups as suc- 
cegsors of KERENSKY, and Mr. BAKH- 
METEFF as their Ambassador. These 
Governments actually control at pres- 
ent a great part of Russia. 

Mr. Martens’s Government we do 
not know officially. We have with 
it neither good nor: bad relations," 
neither peace nor war. But our sol- 
diers are being killed by its soldiers 
en the Archangel front. — While that 
goes on it would’ bé somewhat un- 
usual for our Government to turn 
over to him the property of the Rus- 
sian State in this country; it would 
be trading with those Who are enemies 
in fadt, whatever their, status. in 
name. Formal recognition of LENINE 
and cessation. of hostilities would be 
the logical accompaniment of any..ad- 
mission dn.our part that the Martens 
bureau has a claim on the money. 


COURT-MARTIAL REFORM. 

Whatever the merits of the .court- 
martial controversy may be—and 50 
much smoke _must_ proceed from a 
blaze of some sort-—Secretary Baker's 
letter; directing Colonel’S. T. ANSELL, 
formerly acting Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral, to draft a bill embodying the re- 
forms he advocates, may be regarded 
as an admission by the Séorétary that 
he might have been wrong when he 
declared. in his communication to Gen- 
eral Crowver on March 1 that Justice 
had been done under the ‘miljtary law 
during the war “peried. .

CROWDER and of. a passage between 
General Crowber and the Secretary at 
the Army and Navy Club.in Wash- 
ington, Mr, Baker’ considers - these 
disclosures highly ‘improper, but Colo- 
nel ANSELL may have felt that his 
back was’ against the wall, and that 
he must hit out right and left to de- 
fend himself. At-dny rate, his friends 
will say that he has won a personal 
victory by» prevailing upon Mr. BAKER 
to consider his ei aed for . court- 
martial reform. 

It is difficult. to see how the Sec- 
retary of War could have taken any 
other’ course after Colonel ANSELL’s 
tremendous broadside discharged at 
both himself and General CrowpeEr. 
In some respects the personal aspect 
of the controversy is very unfortunate, 
No one doubts the integrity and great, 
ability of General CROWDER; no one 
would accuse Secretary Baker of in- 
tentionally permitting court-martial 
procedure that was inherently faulty 
to remain uncorrected; and his- hu- 
manity cannot be challenged, At the 
same time, Colonel ANSELL’‘ has had 
a good: case, in the sense that court- 
martial law, in spite of the revision 
of-1916, was still.out of harmony with 
much that is commendable in the 
civil law. It may be that there was 
More bark than bite in many court- 
martial sentences—General CROWDER 
seems to hkve demonstfated that in 
his brief preparéd at the request of 
Secretary Baker, who regarded him 
hot only as the ablest lawyer in the 
army but as a champion of the War 
Department. 

As a matter of fact, both the Sec- 
retary and the General were over- 
whelmed with work and could not 
tind tinfe’ to be as analytical of court- 
martial blemishes, and wrongs for 
that matter, as Colonel ANSELL was. 
There still remained a good deal in the 
military code that was indefensible 
according to our democratic standards, 
and Colonel ANSELL has performed a 
public service in sticking to points he 
has made and insisting upon being 
heard. He has played a courageous 
part and should have credit for risking 
his career in a crusade for a principle. 
He will doubtless prepare a bill of 
amendments to improve court-martial 
procedure, but they should gain in 
value if revised by General CROWDER, 
an older and a better jurist, if stiffer 
in opinion. 

In court-martial trials there kas 
been tod much soldier and too little 
lawyer,, and therefore too much 
severity and red tape. The American 
people believe that Colonel ANSELL has 
been advocating a necessary reform, 
and they. are disposed to look with inr 
dulgence upon his methods of getting 
a hearing, whatever some of his army 
associates may think of them.

TOO MUCH WHEAT? 

Those who have been worried by 
the ‘*‘ vast. food surplus ’’ will have 
their worst fears confirmed by the. 
official report that the outlook for 
the Winter wheat crop is the best 
ever reported. The. condition is the 
highest ‘ever known, on the largest 
acreage ever.sown. The outlook is 
for nearly. double the average pro- 
duction before the war and is 50 pet 
cent..above the production during the 
war, when our exports were. mar- 
velous. There is likely to be 837,- 
000,000 bushels of Winter .wheat, for 
which the Government is pledged to 
pay $2.26'a bushel, or $1,891,620, 000. 
That. is a quarter billion more 
bushels: than last year and 152,- 
000,000 -bushels more than - the 
previous record. ‘There is a simi- 
lar alarming prospect of abun- 
dance of rye. We may not be ruined 
by too much cotton. The farmers 
have taken the highest advice, and 
are assured that there is ample au- 
thority in law for them. to: conspire 
to reduce their acreage to ‘suit them- 
selves. If they keep faith with one 
another, there will be a small enough 
yield of cotton to make it abnormally 
dear. If ever there. was a country 
distressed’ by excess’ of materials for 
food and clothing, this is the one.

Rene Lalique’s' Jewelry on Display 
at Knoedler’s. 


René Lalique was probably the first 
modern artist to lift jewelry out of the 
region of vulgar display into that of a 
decorative art. ‘This does not mean, 
of course, that before Lalique all jew- 
elry was vulgar, ‘nor does it mean that 
all the jewelry designed by him is more 
beautiful than anything made before his 
time. . But the public which now has 
the. enviable opportunity of studying 
and enjoying his work at the Knoedler 
Galleries must at once perceive its in- 
dividuality and the fascination of its 
beautiful craftsmanship. 

The term ‘l'art nouveau ”’ has fallen 
into disrepute through the exaggeration 
of*its sinuous forms, ‘the easy adapta- 
tion of .a refully thought-out formula 
to trivial” design.. In the hands: of a 
master® the ‘‘ new art,’’ now past. its 
youth, still keeps its charm: Lalique, 
as one of his.

markable ‘book of Fremont: Older’s, “ My 
Own Story,” for the benefit of the mis-; 
guided prohibitionists.. -" 

The: scene is San Quentin, the State 
Prison of California, the occasion a fare- 
well sendoff to one of the prisoners for 
whom Mr. Qider had) obtained parole. 

“ Buck English and Lowrie were room- 
mates in the prison. They. had a room 
with. a bathroom; had accumulated. a 
good library. aiid tere. very éomfortable 
together. ‘The reasori that’ Buck was al- 
lowed to occupy this room was, that he 
was rot locked up at night. He was in 
charge of the electric lights, and as they 
might go out any time it was necessary 
that he’ be able to attend to them. 

“So when Buck hea t Charley 
Was going out, he was in a position to 
celebrate the great occasion, He got 
together his friends among the prisoners, 
and it was decided to give Charley a 
farewell dinner. Each prisoner was .de- 
tailed’ to get some portion of the fedst 
by stealth from. the kitchen. Buck said, 
‘Vu ‘provide the drinks.” 

- Having access to the kitchen by night. 
he took several pounds of dried apricots 
to his room, boiled them, squeezed them, 
andbottled the juice. In some way he 
got hold of ‘hops-and put them in with 
other things I have forgotten. After 
the job was done.he corked the bottles, 
tied’ strings around the corks to hold 
them in as is done with champagne, and 
put them_away for ‘the. great event. 

'“The night before. Charley Was to go 
out the guests assembled quietly in 
Buck’s room. At midnight, when all the 
prison was asleep thé feast began. 

“*Tt was some dinner,’ said Buck in 
relating it. ‘We opened ‘with soup, 
wound up with dessert, black coffee, 
and cigars. Then I steppéd into the 
closet and, brought. in “the bottles and 
cut the cord. The corks hit the ceiling.’ ”’ 

It. is no use to waste one’s mental 
energy criticising fanatical reformers. 
They have no logic in “their brains, no 
perspective, and no farsight. One might 
as well try to reason #ith a Bolshevik. 

The point is, however, that, prohibition 
or no prohibition, if a man wants, liquor 
he will get it. The above is only one of 
twenty different resources. While the 
fire of 1906 was raging in San Fran- 
cisco, and for a month after, there was 
no liquor on ‘sale in San Francisco. The 
saloons. were closed, and, acting under 
the orders of General Funston, the sol- 
diers raided the grocery stores and 
poured all the liquor down the sewer. 

My sister, who lived in the district 
not overtaken by the fire, told me she 
hever gaw so many drunken men in her 
life. asked. a policeman, the reason 
and he said there was a “ blind pig” in 
every block. 

The law may control the latent crim- 
inal instincts of all but the mentally 
perverted, but it nevér yet prevented 
a man from indulgingy in his _ pri- 
vate pleasures or vices. And the more 
his personal liberty is curtailed by un- 
democratic laws the more determined 
will he bé to have what he wants. It 
is all very well to close saloons and pre- 
vent easy access to the stronger spiritu- 
ous liquors; but it is dn insult to every 
American citizen to extefid the ban to 
beer and light wines—the latter is 
enough to make every Latin: in our coun- 
try turn Bolshevist—or to prevent those 
who can afford it from enlivening’ their 
dinner parties with champagne. 

My antagonism to: propibition is en- 
tirely impersonal A, cocktail to me 
means.no more ‘than so much wood alt 
cohol; ‘claret and ‘white wine are too 
reminiscent of vinegar to make any 
appeal to me. Nature did hot gift me 
with the vinous palate, and when a ‘host 
tells me that he has brought up a vint- 
age wine for my pleasure I’ murmur my 
appreciation, but unless it is too sweet 
or too sour I see little difference from 
the ordinary champagne. If I have a 
dull man to entertain for ‘an hour and 
a half, however, I am profoundly grate- 
ful to it, for I feel quite reckless. . 

But I bitterly resent being told that I 
cannot do anything I wish to do. Like 
the people of Great Britain and France, 
every intelligent normal! citizen of the 
United States is intensely individual, 
and a Proudhon anarchist. We have no 
desire to murder or steal, have no diffi- 
culty -whatever in' obeying those laws 
which since the beginning of civilization 
have. been found necessary to preserve 
society from falling into chaos. We do 
not even think about them, and there 
would be no necessity for. any legal 
machinery whatever as far as we are 
concerned: Laws and their enforcement 
are for the so-far_ inevitable criminals 
and “anarchists’ whose abnormal in- 
tincts, according to ceftain brain special- 
ists, Vv xe eliminated in time by surgi- 
cal op sion. 

Why. do the prohibitionists overlook 
the dangers lurking in.the indulgence 
of grape juice? I was once writing a 
story in which my heroine was to. be 
tried for her life, and I cultivated the 
society. temporarily of the Sheriff of the 
county in which the scene was laid. Hé 
confidéd to’ me that he liked his whisky 
and beer as well as the “next man,” 
but never was drunk but once in his 
life. He—after some demur—consented 
to er day in Ocean Grove with 
friends. he day was hot and he was 
extremély thirsty... There was no beer 

and he was forced to: refresh himself 
with grape Juice. The more he drank 
the more thirsty he became. Finally a 
weird thing happened... His stomach— 
it was a very large one—acted as a still, 
the grape juice fermented, and he went 
roaring over Ocean Grove, shattering 
the peaceful calm of that sacrosanct 
preserve, until his. terrified friends man- 
aged to find a conveyance and rush him 
out to avoid arrest. : 

“Never was so mortally ashamed in 
my life as when I cdme to,” he added. 
“ Been a good drinker all my life, and 
then .to make a fool of myself on grape 
juice! I cursed the man who invented 
od 

‘This. country is the headquarters of 
cranks and fanatics. The bee in their 
bonnets stings them into constant activi- 
ty, and the rest of us are so easy-going 
that we sit back and merely laugh at 
them while they go ahead, driven by 
“'idée fixe,” and accomplish .the letter 
at least of their ridiculous projects. But 
if prohibition becomes a law we shall 
have more ‘drunkenness and ‘vice than 
ever before, and I sincerely hope that 
the instigators will be the first to suffer.

MOVE UP MONDAY. DATES 


Yankees and Dodgers: 12 Each 
Under Rearranged Schedule. 


Just as soon as Governor Smith signs 
the local option Sunday Baseball bilk at 
Albany, the Board of Aldermen in this 
city will take up an ordinance permit- 
ting Sunday games here. The ordinance 
has already been prepared, and will be 
offered by Alderman J. J. O'Rourke of 
Staten Island, probably at next week's 
meeting. 

President Charles A. Stoneham.of the 
Giants, who is the only baseball official 
connected with any of the. local clubs 
now im the city, is highly pleased over 
the prospect of Sunday Waseball. Mr. 
Stoneham was one of the club owners 
who was opposed to the adoption of the 
short 140-game schedule. He said yes- 
terday that it was now too late to make 
any change in the schedule, but, never- 
theless, the weekly schedules of the local 
clubs will be rearranged so as to provide 
for games on all the Sunday dates. 

The probable procedure will be to:move 
all the games scheduled here on Mon- 
days forward one day and play them 
on Sunday. According to this plan, the

As there was some difference of opin- 
fon among the club owners:on both cir- 
cuits over the adoption of the short 140 
games, it may be that some-of the club 
owners will attempt to bring about a 
revision of the Eastern end of the sched- 
ule. New York, Boston, and Chicago 
were the cities which strongly favored 
the full schedule of 154 games. 

The new Sunday bill will mean a 
strong revival of the ‘International 
League. With Sunday games at Buffalo 
and Rochester, the success of-the circuit 
is practically assured. It is also likely 
that the Hamilton franchise will be 
given back to Syracuse, where Sunday 
games may also be played. With Sun- 
day games_ permitted at the Polo 
Grounds and Ebbets Field. there is no 
question now that the major leagues 
will give Harrison Park in Newaix to 
the International League. It is under- 
stood that the probable purchasers of 
the Newark franchise have been holding 
off, waiting for a decision from the ma- 
jor leagues about the rental of the Har- 
rison Park. The passage of the bill at 
Albany means that the Newark Club 
will have a clear field at Harrison, in- 
cluding Sundays.
